Tlie Use of Oyster Shells. 


Until recently oyster shells hiivc been 


used unly for r.mldiig Jinic. 
A few 


years ago somebody discovered that the 
shells made a capital I'duudiitum for oys- 
ter beds, ;ind within :i year or two many 
thousands of bushels have bi'cjn used for 
this purpose. 
The oysterman selects a 


good spot for a bed und simply dumps 
the shells overboard. 
This is done in 


July and August, during the spawning 
season. 
The spawn attaches itself to tin- 


shell, and in two years the shell is cov- 
ered with oysters ranging from the sixe 
of a silver quarter to that of a half dol- 
lar. Then tho cysturs arc big enough to 
seed, and are pointed us such. 
Some- 


times thirty or 1'urt-y such oyster arc 
found nttathcd to a single she'll. 
The 


shells are worth three cents per bushel 
when thrown overboard, and at the end 
of two years they jire worth from fifty to 
seventy-live cents per bushel, making a 
very 
good margin 
for profit. 
This 


method of raising seed oysters is buiiig 
rapidly eitcnderl,anil u number oC .steam- 
ers have recently been built at New Ha- 
ven, Ct., with special apparatus for trans- 
planting the shells.— Washinqlon Star.
